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TOMMY BURNS IS KILLED 

FORMER PREMIER JOCKEY COMES TO A 
TRAGIC END AT NEW YORK. 

Leading American Rider of 1898 and 1899 Is Ground 
to Pieces Beneath Wheels of Elevated 
Train — Something of His Career. 



New V'>rk. November 14. — T. H. (Tommy) Burns, 
internationally famous as a jockey, either jumped 
or fell beneath an elevated train in Brooklyn today 
aod was gran ud to pieces. No one witnessed the 
tragedy. The last person to see him was the station 
ticket seller, who noticed him pacing up and down 
the platform just before the train pulled in. His 
fur-lined coat and hat were found "u a bench. 

Diamonds, a silver cigarette ease, a considerable 
sum of cash, a bank book showing deposits in a 
Berlin bauk, and a contract to ride there next sea- 
son were found on the body. Burns spent last 
season abroad, but lias been liviug at Slieepshead 
Bay recently. Presumably he was on his way home 
when killed. 

The achievements of jockey Thomas H. Burns, 
who figured as America's premier rider Iu 1898 and 
1899, and who for several years thereafter contin- 
ued to hold high rank among American jockeys, 
after which he repeated Ids American successes 
abroad, arc still fresh in the minds of turf patrons. 

To recall the successful career of Tommy Burns 
od the turf is to tiring to mind such riders as 
Arthur Red fern. George M. Odom, Jay Ranch. Harry 
Cochran. John Hullnian. Lucieu Lync, Jack Martin, 
Winnie O’Connor. Henry MoCue, Nash Turner, J. 
Wiukticld. Sam Doggett and Ltanny Maher. 

When Burns was at his best liis fellow jockeys 
with whom he had to compete were the enuals of any 
of the star riders of other times. Cor. to 1*> added 
to the list as quoted. Bums liooked up against the 
celebrated Charley Tliorpe. two great colored riders. 
Tony llamiltou and Willis Simms, and the bt>st of 
them all. Tod Sloan. 

As loug ago as 1893 Burns, then a midget of 
midgets, was riding at St. Louis under the tutelage 
of Tout Hums and Dave Waldo. In 1898 and 1899 
be earned the proud position of leading jockey of 
the United States iu number of wiuuiug mounts, 
nud ranked among the leading riders of the country 
in other years as well. When Burns was at the 
zenith of Ids fame no rider had anything on him. 
He started in riding at seventy five pounds and won 
his first success at St. Paul iu 1894 on Unele Jim. 
owned by “Deaf Tom” Hums, a well-known tun 
character of that period. 

Burns begau to show his good form in 1890 and 
1897. He was engaged by John W. Schorr, aud 
Charley Ellison, since famed as a plunger, look him 
in hand. It was with Burns that Mr. Ellison made 
bis fortune. The boy’s success brought to them 
many thousands of dollars. 

So successful was he on the Schorr racers that 
it became the talk of the track that the ’‘two best 
horses” Schorr owned were trainer Walker and 
jockey Burns. It was upon such performers as 
Maey. Meadowthorpe, Charley Christy. Cathedral. 
Presbyterian. Judith Campbell. Lady Schorr. Sea 
Robber. Algol. Tiiuemaker. Ordnuug, Greenock and 
Lieber Kari that lie won fame. 

For several seasons Burns was little known to 
metropolitan turf patrons for the reason that Mr. 
Schorr confined his efforts to western courses. How- 
ever. in 1900. Mr. Schorr took a whirl at the big 
tracks and the horsemen of New York quickly dis- 
covered that they had more to fear from his rider 
than from his racers. That astute horseman. John 
E. Madden, forthwith sized up Burns aud was not 
long in persuading W. C. Whitney that the Schorr 
rider was the one he was looking for. 

In the winter of 1901 a deal was made whereby 
Burns ent'Ted the service of Mr. Whitney. He 
began riding for the Whitney stable in the spring 
of 1902. Without delay he won with Blue Girl in 
the Juvenile Stakes at Morris Park. Henceforth 
Burns' star dazzled. Burns remained with Whitney 
until that great turfman and capitalist dost. Next 
he rode for Capt. S. S. Brown and later for E. E. 
Smatbers. in whose colors he rode the great MeChes 
ney. Grand Opera and other cracks Mr. Smatbers 
ceased racing when McCbesney broke down. 

Burns' career began in 1893. Born iu Canada, lie 
whs picked up when hardly more Ihan a child by 
Ills first cousin. Tom Hums, who had the horses 

Cashier. Outcry. First Day. Blue Eyes and Milwau- 
kee. Burns showed aptitude from the beginning 
His first important victory was on Milwaukee in a 
race in Chicago at a mile and a quarter. This 
event was in the Clark Stakes, at Harlem. He rode 
many winners prior to this and at Roby, in 1893. 

in au owners' handicap he finished second on Gov- 
ernor I'orter. making weight that day at exactly 

fifty live pounds. Right after that he rode at fifty - 
three pounds, and he piloted Helen Wrenn first to 
the wire when lie weighed barely sixty pounds. 

Burns developed rapidly. Ho was as quick as 
lightning at the post aud as a front rider he was a 
wonder. Frequently he nosed out Tod Sloan. He 
often did things least expected from him, but never 
was he accused of being dishonest. 

Burns established the fastest American time for 
a mile and a half with Goodrich at Washington 
Park. Chicago, July Id. 1898. The record is 2:3014. 
and stands to this day. He set another mark in 
Chicago when he ride Algol in the Wheeler Handi- 
cap, distance one mile and a quarter. The time 
was 2:04 (4. Algol was a 10 to 1 shot. Burns 
rode Algol in many handicaps aud won uiauy 
mile races with him in 1:40, with weight 
ranging from 120 to 129 pounds. The day 
Algol ran n mile and a quarter in 2:o4'j the records 
established by Tinny and Salvator were" smashed. 

In 1907 Burns rode in France and Germany, and 
ranked as the third best jockey in the former coun- 
try. As chief rider for the Emperor of Germany 
he received from the kaiser 40.0O0 marks, or Ss.otKi. 
the most literal salary paid by that ruler up to that 
time to a rider "t Ins racers. At the international 
meeting h>; won tin- Baden-Baden, worth $6,009. He 
won the big Hamburg prize aud finished third in the 
German Derby, which was won by Willie Shaw. 
He won many races iu Germany at two miles and a 
quarter and with one horse captured ten straight 
races. 

Burns reappeared on the turf in this country in 
the summer n{ 19o9. At Latonin he rode Font home 
in frort of the licet Jeff Bernstein. Up to that 
time Jeff Bernstein had been invincible. Later on 
he rode at Fort Erie. In a jam Burns went dowu 
aud sustained a broken collarbone. That settled it. 
Burns thought, and he went home to New York. 
He was out of the saddle for about a year. Tlieu 
he purchased Glucose, Premier and other horses. 
Gome of which he occasionally rode in their races. 

Burns married a daughter of James McLaughlin, 
himself one of the best jockeys of his day, and has 
two children, one of whom is a little lad of whom 
Tommy expected to make a jockey as good as he 
himself was. As he was a thrifty chap, it has 
always been supposed that he retired from the 
saddle with enough money to carry him through 
life. 

His stake victories include the Adirondack' Han 
dicap at Saratoga, in 1904, on Broadcloth: Brigh- 
ton Handicap. Brightou Beach, 1904, on Broomstick; 
Broadway Stakes. Gravesend. 1903. on Irish Lad: 
Brooklyn Handicap. Gravesend. 4905. on Delhi: 
Carlttiu Stakes. 1902. nu King Hanover: 1903. on 
Reliable; Double Event (First Part), Sheepsbead 



THE CHAMPION TWO-YEAR-OLD OF THIS YEAR’S RACING 



One outstanding feature of our racing of this year was the brilliant record of Uncle’s two-year-olds, his 
first representatives in racing. Their performances were such as to stamp him as a young stallion of ex- 
traordinary promise. If his progeny coming into action iu the course of the next four years race up to the 
same high staudard it is inevitable that Uncle will achieve the premiership of American sires while quite 
young in the stud. Himself a horse of extreme speed, he seems gifted with that most desirable trait iu a 
sire, the ability to transmit it to his offspring. His immediate success is akin to that which attended 
Domino aud Commando in their first years in the stud. 

Old Rosebud was his bright particular star aud in every respect a remarkable two-year-old. The 
highest order of si>eed, ability to carry high weight successfully and indomitable gameuess are attributes 
of the high-class thoroughbred with which he is abundantly gifted. Unfortunately he is a gelding and It 
is really lamentable such is the case, as it was with the two western crack two-year -olds of last year, 
Helios and Hawthorn, it is a somewhat singular feature in Old Rosebud’s career that his only two de- 
feats were administered by another unsexed son of Unele, Little Nephew. The latter is himself a capital 
two-year-old. but despite his two triumphs over his distinguished relative, the latter in the long run demon- 
stiated his superiority and was quite the best two-year-old of the year. His first appearance in racing was 
in the .Yucatan Stakes of three and a half furlongs at Jnarez, February 9. The track was heavy and he 
won by six lengths iu 43. with Blarney second and Manganese third. He had been backed from ti to 1 
down to 3 to 1. His connections had to do the best they could with shorter prices afterwards. His next 
race was for a purse at a half mile. March 5. He was at 1 to 2 in the betting and. carryiug 118 pounds, 
won by five lengths in 47. with Shadrach second and Gladys Y. third. These two races were all that he ran 
at Juarez, but they were sufficient to give him the reputation of being a youngster of uncommon merit, aud 
he was taken to Kentucky to meet better opposition. 

His first start there occurred May 1 in the Idle Hour Stakes at Lexingtou. distance fonr and one-half 
furlongs. He was at 1 to 2 in the mutuels. but in a tine and exciting race Little Nephew beat him by a 
head in 53%. principally because Loftus outrode little McCabe at tbe finish. They each carried 115 pounds. 
Saturday, May 17. at Churchill Downs, he gave much weight and a lieu ting to Roarner. BraVe Cnnarder and 
two others at four and a half furlongs over a muddy track in 54 and won in a canter by six lengths. This 
renewed the confidence of his admirers and wheu he came out two days later to contest the Bashford Manor 
Stakes, tit the same distance, he was again made an odds-on favorite at 11 to 20 and again did he go down 
in defeat from Little Nephew. The track was good, but not fast, ami the race was run at a tremendous 
I ace. Little Nephew covering the first half in 40% and winning by a length in 53. Black Toney was third. 
As the race was at even weights Little Nephew’s adherents appeared to have some ground for their claim 
that he was the better racer of the pair. But Old Rosebud settled that question decisively later on. 

After that race he was never licaten and, iu a triumphant sequence of nine victories, won an exalted 
reputation for himself aud more money than any other horse engaged in American racing. May 23 he won 
a purse by ten lengths from The Norman, Harwood and four more, at four and a half furlongs in 54%. 
This was over a heavy track. At Douglas Dark. May 20. lie defeated Vandergrift, Black Toney and two 
more at tive-eighths of a mile and won by six lengths in 1:00%. then a new track record. May '.31, at the 
same track and distance, he met his twice conqueror. Little Nephew, and the Camden crack. Imperator. 
This time Little Nephew was the favorite at 7 to 5. bit* after he had led for the first Half mile in 40%, Old 
Rrsebud moved up and, passiug him in the stretch, drew away and won by Tour lengths in the exceedingly 
fast time of 58%, a track record that seemed likely to stand for some time. But it did not because on 
Jure 4 they met again and this time Old Rosebud won in the still faster time of 58%. He won by a length 
and tbe third lirosc, Roarner. was eight lengths farther away. June 7. at the same distance in the Trial 
Stakes, he agaiu defeated Little Nephew, this time bv two lengths in 58%. Imperator was third but ten 
lengths behind Little Nephew. It would be hard to match these three races as examples of amazing and 
consistently displayed speed. They served to scare other owners, so when it came to the running of the 
Harold Slakes, at Latouia. June IS. he was only opiiosed by such common ones as Rig Spirit and O’Hagan 
aud won in a canter, carrying 129 pounds to their 190 and 113 respectively. Next he won the Cincinnati 
Trophv. at three-quarters of a mile, by nix lengths in 1:12%. when carrying 124 [annuls. 11- had no or.po 
> it ion practically, Pebeco finishing second aud O’Uagan third. 

Then l>e was taken to Saratoga and there, on August 2. won the historic Flash Stakes, at five and a 
half furlongs in 1:07. He carried 124 pounds and won easily by two lengths. Stroruboli. 112 pounds was 



second, and Black Broom. 109, was third. At the same track. August 13, he took up 125 pounds and won 
the United States Hotel Stakes, at three-quarters in 1:13%. He won in a canter by three lengths. Black 
Broom 107 pounds, was second, and Pomette Bleu. 113. finished third.- That was his last start of the vear 
and keen expectation will await his appearance in the racing of 1914. His record aud his interesting pedi- 
gree arc as follows:

association contemplated expending several thousand 
dollars on these improvements, definite plans for 
which will be made later. 



BREEDERS ENCOURAGED 



PURCHASE OF STALLIONS BY J. B. HAGGIN 
TAKEN AS SIGNIFICANT SIGN. 



Action of New York Multi-Millionaire Is Hailed 
with Joy in the Blue Grass Region 
of Kentucky.

Haggin, who is believed to possess an almost un- 
canny knowledge of coming events wherein wealth 
may be obtained, lias given added courage to the 
small breeders who have been fighting an iqdiilt 
battle for four years. In bygone days the name or' 
Haggin was one to conjure with on tbe turf. Among 
the great horses owned and campaigned by Haggin 
was the redoubtable Salvator, which still holds I he 
American record for a mile straightaway against 
time. 



McCAHEY PILOTS TARTAR TO VICTORY. 



Wilson Horse Races Better for That Jockey Than for 
Regular Stable Riders. 



Norfolk. Va., November 14. — Stirring contests 
were again tiie older at the Jamestown Jockey 
Club’s track this afternoon. The first three races 
found the winners under hard drives. Followers of 
favorites got a better break than on the opening 
day. as the afternoon's results showed three first 
choices successful. 

Thomas J. Healey saddled the winner of the 
feature race in R. T. Wilson’s Tartar, which won 
with comparative ease from the well-backed Sickle. 
With light weight up Tartar is a pretty shifty sort 
of a racer. In today’s race he assumed easy com- 
mand after indulging Sickle with the lead for six 
of the eight furlongs and at the end he was going 
away. MeCahey handles this horse better than 
either of the regular stable riders, Wolfe or Nean 
der. He understands tbe horse and never attempts 
to hurry him in the early stages, with the result 
that When he makes his move Tartar always re- 
sponds with a good effort. 

Warbler, after many disappointments, finally made 
good when he won the fifth race from a ebeap lot 
of sprinters. His trainer has experienced some little 
trouble in patehing up this old cripple and when Is* 
was boosted $190 over his entered price of $500 by 
a representative of J. O. Talbott, lie failed to 
protect him and the horse became the latter’s 
property. 

Many ca uses have combined to favor the James- 
town Jockey Club this year. Iu addition to the 
presence here of more and better horses thau ever 
^efore, the uninterrupted season of racing along the 
Atlantic seaboard, with Pimlico preceding and 
Charleston immediately following the present meet- 
ing. has operated to attract to the city an influx 
of visitors out of all proportion to auy similar gath- 
ering. As a result, for the first time since the 
Jamestown Exposition the hotels in Norfolk, which 
justly lioast better accommodations than any other 
eity of its size iu the country, are crowded to capac- 
ity. Sentiment up state, which for a long time 
viewed the sport of thoroughbred racing askance, 
lias changed surprisingly during the past three years 
and the presence of the stables of prominent Vir- 
ginians has been a powerful factor in this.

Harry Shaw. Al and Henry Hanff. W. ID Eng.ttrom. 
Horace Paul. Sol Lichtenstein, Charles (». Smith. 
Roy Offutt and John W. Rice. 

News of the death of jockey Tommy Burns, who 
either jumped or fell lieneath a Brooklyn elevated 
train this morning and was literally ground to 
pieces, was a distinct shock to liis many friends. 
Burns tiad only arrived from Germany this qiorning 
aud was on his way to liis home at Sheepsbead Bay 
wheu the accident occurred. On receipt of the news 
of his death, his brother, Guy Burns, hurried to New 
York. 

Sam Louis, who contemplates resting this winter, 
is disposing of hi.- horses. He sold tbe two-year- 
old Ally, Water Lady, after she was beaten this 
afternoon to F. J. Coleman, who lost Galaxy out of 
a selling race yesterday when R. Pending claimed 
her.

S. C. Hildreth changed his plans as to coming 
here and instead shipped the Belmont horses that 
he raced at Pimlico back to Benuing, where ttaev 
joined the remainder of the Belmont string. Tiie 
yearlings of the string have been turned over to 
Hildreth and will be tried out before the real cold 
weather sets in. It is for this reason that Hildreth 
refrained from coming here.

Lexington, Ky., November 14. — The recent pur 
Chase Of the stallions Ballot and Sain by J. B. Hag- 
gin. witli which to continue tile breeding of thor- 
oughbreds at Eimendorf Farm, lias encouraged tb*» 
thoroughbred breeders of the blue grass region more 
thau any one thing that has liappeued in a long 
while. Mr. Haggin's action is taken to mean that 
he intends again to bring liis great Eimendorf Farm 
to the front as one of the foremost nurseries of the 
world for thoroughbred horses. 

After the adoption of the drastic laws which de- 
stroyed racing in New York, Mr. Haggiu proceeded 
to dispose of nearly all of his large stud of thor- 
oughbreds. shipping many of them abroad to be sold 
iu England. Germany and the Argentine Republic. 
He still retained, however, a nucleus Of broodmares 
aud stallions, but during the [last year Watertaiy 
and Star Ruby, two of Ins best stallions, have died, 
leaving only Watercress and Hessian in the Elineu- 
dorf stallion barn, with about eighty mares on the 
place. The purchase of Ballot and Sain by Mr. 
Haggin is bailed with jubilation by horsemen be- 
cause they think it indicates that this shrewd turf- 
man and business man lias confidence that racing 
has come back permanently iu New York.

POSINATUS WINS THE MELBOURNE CUP. 

The Melbourne Cup. the most valuable handicap 
of the world, was run over the famous Fiemiugtou 
track al Melbourne, November 4. The distance of 
the race is two miles uml it was won by J. Cham- 
ber’s live year-old gelding, Posinatus, carrying 98 
pounds, with It. Allen's five year old hay mare, Be- 
love, 97 pounds, second, and A. G. White's three- 
year-old cult, Utva’s Isle, 91 pounds, third. Twenty 
"horses ran and the time scored, 3:31, suggests a 
slow track iu favor of the light weights. The uot 
Value to the winner was $3N,4.S5, the second horse 
taking $5,uu0 and the third $4, IKK). Concerning 

the three placed horses aud their owners, “An Ails 
t ra Man.'' said iu London Sporting Life of Novem- 
ber 5: 

•‘The Australian public naturally love the favorite 
to get home, but when lie fails the ilex! best liiiug 
is to hate (lie sensation of the unexpected lo marvel 
over and gossip about. Posinatus has not been a 
champion. In moderate company he failed rather 
badly in the Ilawkesbury Spring Handicap of one 
mile’ and a quarter, carrying 121 pounds, such a 
little while back as September 28. lmt that would 
not mean that he would be a good horse for the 
ring, or that a fair number of the general public 
would not reap advantage from his success. His 
owner, Mr. .1. Chambers, is one of the shrewdest 
rating men in Australia. Dozens of big coups have 
been brought off by his stable in richly endowed 
handicaps. Yet despite his extraordinary knack 
of winning with horses at very long odds, he lias 
no actual following outside his own district, which 
adjoins the coal country at Newcastle in New South 
Wales. 

•'Possibly he lias never done anything more re- 
markable than winning Hie Melbourne Cup with 
Posinatus. Englishmen should he pleased, since 
1 he live year-old hay gelding fc’ by imported Fortu- 
natus on l of l lie New Zealand bred mare Waaka- 
tika. His two-year-»ld record is summed up iu the 
mournful word 'unplaced.’ it was not that lie flew 
at h,g game; he was actually a midget among the 
minnows. \ t three years the story is even balder, 
for It read, 'no record.’ The spell did him good, 
because, alter finishing nowhere in some country 
races. In- struck form at the Australian Jockey (Tub 
Decemlter meeting and subsequently wou three minor 
handicaps of one and a quarter miles iu moderately 
good time. This year his track form was so good 
that he was made the medium for a plunge at 
Hawksbury. lull failed to give 28 pounds away to Sir 
Vive, a gelding which claimed 7 pounds allowance. 

‘ Y’i - love, the property of Barney Allen, one of 
1 1n most '. nturesome and plucky bookmaker-ow ners 
of Australia, is a beautifully built live-year old bay 
mare by Ilauthrion — Adoration. Hautbrion, of course, 
)*>a-ts St. Simon blood. I. ike Posinatus, the mare 
bad a Very modest career as a two and three-year 
old. (mi of six tries as a youngster she could uot 
get into a place and as a three-year-old the liesi 
sit- was capable of was to run fourth in a third- 
division handicap at a small suburban meeting near 
Melbourne. Ton can hardly name any form that 
would ho poorer. East year site was sent iraveliug. 
and change of air improved her. She won in the 
country, -lie won in the suburbs, sue won in Mel- 
bourne. : lie went over to Tasmania and took the 
llobart Cup, one and a half miles, carrying 104 
pounds, iu 2:39%. That was in January. In the 
following April she went across to Sydney and lin- 
ished second in the City Tattersali's Cup. 1 .'i-S 
miles, carrying HH) pounds in 2:23, a it hough in 
March she had been nowhere in the Sydney Cup, 
two miles, with only 9U pounds in the saddle. 

"Beautifully bred, of splendid size aud quality, 
running hack on one side to St. Simon and on the 
other to Minting. I'lva's Isle won Id indeed have 
been a fraud if lie had not achieved something on 
the race course. He is a lovely grown bay or brown 
colt, with a blaze down the fact*, ami is owned by 
a rich squatter. He was bought as a yearling for 
(loii guineas, which at the time was considered a 
fairly big price, but when he appeared as a two- 
year-old most judges admitted that he promised to 
tie cheap at (he money. As a two-year-old he was 
only started In two races; consequently he was not 
overtaxed, but his form was sufficiently good to 
justify his being entered for the principal races 
of tin- present season. As a young three-year old 
In- ran unplaced in the Chelmsford Stakes, in which 
Duke i.Hit.- bent Berragoon. At the end of Sep- 
tember lie was beaten half a length by Tofua. which 
is by imported Featherstitch, in the Hawkcslmry 
Guineas of one mile, when he carried 11“ pounds. 
He probably started in the two Derby's, tmt did not 
get placed". I.ei into the Melbourne Cup at the 
minimum. 91 |M>iimis, lie has, as I anticipated, 
proved tlie three-vear old that could, with weight 
off turn the tables on the champion Berragoon.” 

NOVELTY IN RACING AT NEWMARKET. 

Concerning a feature that evoked considerable in- 
terest and amusement at the Newmarket Houghton 
nieei lug. Loudon Sportsman of October :5l. said: 

“I util yesterday there had not been a race for 
the fnp a! Newmarket since lss6. the winner on 
tlm occasion being the Duke of Beaufort’s Forio. 
The cw nt has generally ended in a walk-over, and 
when 1 id Cadognn oeelded to throw down the 
gaiinll i lo Sterifast with Marco Fraser, considerable 
interest wa - manifested. Tie- race is run over the 
course known as the ‘Ditch In," distance two 
miles and 118 yards, and finished at the top of the 
town, where the Cambridgeshire in bygone days 
used to finish. Ml the stands have Ih'i ii pulled down 
and the original winning post alone remains. It 
wa a qua int experience, and practically the whole 
of the meilltiers of the Jockey Club Were present to 
wlun s it. There was no number Liard and a man 
in a i-.irt ln-ld aloft tin- numbers, lmt no jockeys 
were given. The two jockeys were Maher and 
Wool ton. There was no Itetting ring, bin half a 
mile away, at tin* Rowley Mile stand, the book- 
makers expressed tbeii willingness to trade if back 
ere would lay .13 lo l on Lord Derby’s crack. The 
course was not railed or roped off. and two mounted 
|iolii i nn'ii continually requested the people iii 'move 
further back, please, so that the bulge can see.’ 
Jockeys on their hacks were in n little group. As 
anticipated. Stidfa t had an easy task." 



JACOB PINCUS, OLD TIME TRAINER. 

Jacob Piucus. who enjoys the distinction of having 
trained the only American-bred winner of the Epsom 
Derby, is one of a distinguished quartette of old- 
time trainers now living iu and about New York, 
the other three lieing Charles Littlefield, of Sbeeps- 
liead Bay. Matthew Allen of Gravesend, and Ifer 
uard Riley, of West Farms, Bronx. Mr. i’lnctis lives 
at the Sbeepsbead Bay track, keeping bachelor's 
hall, with his dog l)an as his only companion, 
though he frequently visits his fellow horsemen al- 
ready mentioned. 

He was horn in Baltimore a few weeks more 
than seventy-five years ago, and since his early boy 
hood his energies have been wholly employed in the 
rlillug and training of race horses. He saw the in- 
comparable Lexington win his lirst two stakes in the 
blue grass citi after which he was .named, in 1854. 
These wen* the Phoenix Hotel States, mile heats, 
and the Citizens' Stakes, two mile heats. 

it was during that same meeting that Richard 
Ten Broeck and Captain Viley bought Lexington for 
$5,500 aud matched him against Sallie Waters for 
the four-mile race iu which he defeated her at New 
l (cleans and lie was iu the great southern tuetropoE : 
to witness Lexington’s triumph in that great match, 
which was for $5. IKK) a side. He also saw the four 
mile dash iu which Lexington was defeated by l.e 
dimple, the gr9ut son of Boston and Reel, by Glen- 
coe. when the former lost by being partially pulled 
up by mistake at the end of the third mile. He also 
witnessed Lexington’s triumph in his $10,000 a 
side rac<* against Lecompte's time, when the son 
of Boston and Alice Caracal cut the four mile record 
from 7:20 down to 7:19%. 

From there he went up to General Wells’ planta- 
tion on Red Riier, in northern Louisiana, where the 
distinguished owner of Lecompte trained and de- 
\. loped his thoroughbreds. In this connection it may- 
lie well lo mite that Mr. l’incus explodes the popular 
and generally accepted fallacy that I.eeompti* was 
a Louisiana-bred colt. He says that Lecompte was 
bred in Kentucky and that he never saw Louisiana 
until he was a yearling. It was General Wells’ 
custom to have his foals bred and dropp'd in Ken 
lucky and to leave them there until they were year- 
lings, when they would la* shipped down the river 
anil placed on his Red River plantation to be 
trained and developed. 

Sunn* lime in the winter of 1853-4 Mr. Piucus 
rode Pryor to victory in the Picayune Stakes at 
New Orleans, the race being named after the lead- 
ing newspaper of that city. In referring to this Mr. 
I’incus said, ‘‘Pryor was a great horse, the property 
of Mr. Ten Broeck. He was by Glencoe — Gypsy, by 
Modoc anil Lecompte was a great horse. Iu fact, 
there were many great horses iu those days, hut 
Lexington was the 'daddy of them all.’ 

••He always was a free ninuing horse, hut not 
at all erazv. 1 remember as if I had seen him but 
yesterday. ’ He was a bright bay with a large star 
and a .-nip oil his nose of considerable size, and four 
white feet, llio white uot amounting to ‘stockings,’ 
but coming above the aukles all around. He stood a 
little short of 15% hands, had a clean neck, finely 
arched throttle: tine head tapering to the muzzle, 
ears which were thin, beautifully shaped aud well 
carried, hut not especially short: a deep, full 

chest, oblique shoulder, and grandly muscled arm 
aud stifle. 

"His loin was splendid and so were his quarters, 
hut one iieculiarity struck me especially the moment 
1 had n chance to look him over, and that was that 
In* had the longest and most elastic pastern I had 
ever seen under a horse. 1 1 is style of running was 
also peculiarly impressive. He ran with his head 
extended and lie carried his tail rather high, so that 
lie presented a top outline which was straight and 
level from his nose to the tip of his tail. 

“Like all fast horses I remember lo have set'll, 
lexington had straight hind legs, allhough they were 
not so straight as tliose of The Ill-Used, Kingfisher 
and Henry of Navarre, lie was a quick breaker, 
but as there wa re practically no races at less than 
a utile in those days, we made no effort to make 
quick breakers of our burses. We were more con- 
cerned in what they would do when making a finish 
iu the streteli and that was where Lexington never 
failed to make good. Then. too, many of our great 
races were matches, big stakes or sweepstakes in 
which there were seldom more than four starters at 
tiie most and of course there was no struggle to 
get out in the lead to escape inteferenee. 

"I look upon Lexington as one of the greatest 
thoroughbreds ever foaled, great on the turf and 
great in the stud. The weights carried in those 
davs were not heavy, and the time would not cam- 
pa’re with that made uow-a-days, lmt Lexington 
always did whatever was asked of him. and lie was 
meeting great ones; and since Ids day, his sons 
ami daughters have been aide to do the same thing.” 

Referring to his earliest cxj»erleuces as a jockey, 
Mr. Piucus said: 

"I lielievc the first mount 1 ever had iu a race 
was down iu Nets’ Orleans in 1852. I rode a mare 
called Ida, not at the Metairie, but at another 
track. Slit* belonged to a Mr. Warwick. New Or- 
leans was a great racing point in those early days, 
and there was a lot of racing tliere all through the 
winter. Those were the days of long races, too. 
A two-year-old filly by Bulletin wou a four-mile 
race, ainl I saw a two-year-old filly named Telie 
win a race at mile heats, three iu five, when it 
took seven heats to decide the race. 

“It should he added, however, that the age 
counted front May 1 in those days instead of from 
January 1. as it does now. I once rode in a race 
iu which four-mile' heats were run. Sue Wash- 
ington ultimately wou the race, but she had to run 
sixteen miles to win it. and it took the lives of at 
least two of the horses engaged in it. Balloon, the 
noise I rode, died after the fourth heat. 

"Most of the hettihg in those days was simply 
out of hand or 'on the nod’ as they called it. and 
often there was immensely heavy betting after the 
horses had turned into the stretch, and every bet 
was made good, ton.” 

In referring to tin* most spectacular triumph of 
his turt career. Mr. Plums talked modestly. 

“Mr. Lorillat'd had his horses in Billy Brown’s 
hands over in England and lie telegraphed me to 
come over from Baltimore and go across to take 
charge of his English string. This was in 1880. 
Iroquois n a d gone over as a yearling, lmt well along 
in the season, Barrett, by Bonnie Scotland, had de- 
veloped into a • great two-year-old. having beaten 
several good ones on this side, with Spinaway 
among them, and so lie sent him to start in the 
Derby along with Iroquois. 

"As it turned out. it would have been better if 
he had left the soil of Bouuie Scotland at home, for 
lie developed into a regular lunatic workiug on tin* 
open hea Hi over there where they galloped on tin- 
grass without any inside or outside rails, just as 
many another American horse lias done in England: 
and I never was able to get him into anything like 
racing form as long as I had him there, although 
lie came back here and won some good races. 

"Barrett’s splendid reputation preceded him in 
England and in the future betting. Mr. Lorillard’s 
entry went to a short price., at least, much shorter 
than it would have gone bad Barrett lieen left ai 
home, for he was a big. upstanding fellow, high 
headed, and fast, white Iroquois was a smaller and 
less impressive looking colt, and besides lie had the 
reputation of lieing an jn-and-outer. As a matter 
of fact. Iroquois was generally underrated over 
there. 

"In truth, he was really a game and consistent 
(Hilt, hut Jeffries, who had been riding him, was an 
inconsistent boy and lie gave the colt a reputation 
which in* never deserved — the reputation of lieing 
an iti-and outer — f ir he was fast and game and al- 
ways couhl he depended upon if properly handled, 
lie was a rich brown, not higher than 15. 214. lmt 
a grandly turned colt, built for speed and a stayer. 

“Tliere were some few iti England who really ap- 
preciated him. and one of these was the owner of 
that great til ly Hal Gal. One morning when I had 
Barrett out on the heath, working at a considerable 
distance from where I was standing. Bill Gal's 
owner, thinking I was working Iroquois, eatue up 
and asked me how my eolt was working. 

“ 'I have not had a chance to try him yet.’ I 
replied. 

‘ 'Well. T have tried hint.' ho rejoined, ‘anil I 
know lie is a good colt. It was trial enough for 
me when I saw him race my filly to a head last 
season when Archer was taking the last ounce 
out of her, and Jeffries was up on your colt. 
Bal Gal was the most highly tried filly I ever owned 
and any eolt that can carry her along like that must 
be a good one” 

“Then, of course. I knew he meant Iroquois, atul 
I explained to him that I was working Barrett. 

"Barrett was a bright golden, or ’soft’ hay. 
big. high-headed and full of dash and fire — a grand 
one to look at. 

“ ‘Did Iroquois have any trouble in getting 
through and winning?’ 

"No, none at all. He always was prominent, and 
hi- could have gone to the front at any time after 
the fall of the flag. Archer did not have to ride hint 
out in any part of the journey and he beat his com 
pany easily. Archer sat straight up in the old 
fashioned way. with a long vein and deep seat, 
li was an easy race.” —New York Telegraph. 



Take for example, Kisher. which won in 187(>. 
and died twenty-two years later. He was purchased 
for a "monkey” l$2,500), and won for his owner, 
who, singularly enough, only named him two days 
before the race, a fabulous sum in bets. A bullet 
mercifully put an end to Kisber’s age aud infirmity. 

Craganour's voyage serves to remind one that 
Blue Gown died at sea. First, this idol of the 
people, which won the Derby amid tremendous cheer- 
ing. was sold for $30,000. Then he was bought by 
an American for $2(1,000. but on tiie way buck to 
tlie States he breathed liis last. Despite earnest 
entreaties, tlie Yankee owner refused to insure Blue 
Gown, and his mistake cost him a small fortune. 

Men everywhere still talk of Hermit’s snowstorm 
Derby of ts<>7. Reported lame days before the race. 
Hermit started at (if. to 1 against him. His victory 
mined the Marquis of Hastings, put tbonsands upon 
thousands of pounds into the iiocket of Mr. Henry 
Chaplin, tlie well-known politician, cost a racing duke 
fPO.OOO in bets. After, together with his progeny, 
winning $1,500.00(1 in stakes, he died and his skele- 
ton was presented to the Royal Veterinary College 
in Camden Town. 

Although he ran in nineteen races after he had 
proved successful in the Derby of 1870. Kingcraft 
only won once, and in 1884 he was sold for the paltry 
sum of $2,500. 

Melton, auotlner notable Derby winner, was. after 
li dug sold to the Italian government for $52,000, 
subsequently priced by that authority at $125,000. 

If you think that two Derby ilead-beaters are 
necessarily worth tlie same amount, you are mis 
taken. St. Gatien and Harvester, which passed the 
post level in 1884. changed hands for $7ft,0O(t and 
$1,350 respectively, bur the former added the Oe- 
sarewitch to Ids Derby laurels during the same year. 

Sir Itevys, which wou in 1879, and gave the great 
George Fordliam Iti? only winning mount in the 
famous race, died: George Frederick, after being 
sold for the various sums of $325, $1,500 and $10,500. 
went stone blind while he was spending his twenty- 
fifth birthday on a farm in Canada and afterward 
peacefully passed away. 

Silvio, which won iri 1887, was sold for $38,000, 
and in his sixteenth year he broke a leg and was 
shot. 

Iroquois, which captured the great event in 1881. 
was brought over by the Americans, and his victory 
secured a vast fortune in bets. The result of this 
race was known in New York five seconds after tlie 
horses had l maned tlie post. 

Blair Athol, another winner, died a natural death, 
and the glorious Gladiatenr, which won $155,856 on 
the turf, was sold at fluctuating prices of $30,200. 
$30,730 and $22,500. He died in 1870, and his last, 
owner drew $21,000 insurance money. 

The Duke of Westminster sold Ormonde, probably 
one of the fastest race horses that ever bore a 
silken jacket to victory, for $GO.OOo, and tlie pur- 
chaser. who refused an offer of $135,000 from the 
late Sir John Brundell Maple, afterward parted with 
this king of the turf for $150,000 to a California 
millionaire, who, in turn, refused a profit of $75,000 



on tlie deal. Yet Ormonde turned out a dismal fail- 
ure from a breeder’s staiidjioint. — Pearson's Weekly.

In the consignment were 
Solar Star. Gay Bird, Counterpart, Grosvenor and 
others. 

Jockeys Goose and Keogh departed today for 
Charleston. 

Turfmen remaining here experienced a shock 
when news came of the tragic death of former 
Jockey Tommy Burns, who was ground t. . death 
beneath the wheels of a New York elevated train. 
The dead jockey was well known to race goers in 
these parts and had ridden successfully on Ken- 
tucky tracks.
